Solons Send Measure To 
House With Endorsement 
By Vote Of 71 To 7 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—The Senate 
today passed and sent to the House 
legislation authorizing 
Roosevelt to mobilize 360,000 mem- 
bers of the National Guard and the 
organized reserves for hemispheric 
defense and a _ year’s intensive 
training in modern warfare. The 
vote was 71 to 7. 


An amendment to the bill pro- 
vides for the resignation of Nation- 
al Guardsmen having dependents 
within twenty days after the bill 
shall become law. : 

The vote came shortly after 4 0’- 
clock EDT in response to action by 
the Senate in approving earlier in 
the day a motion to halt debate on 
the measure at 4 o’clock. This mo- 
tion, instituted by Senate Majority 
Leader Alben W. Barkley, was ini- 
tiated to clear the way for consider- 
ation of the Burke-Wadsworth com- 
pulsory military training bill. 

The majority leader was disturbed 
at the failure of the senate to take 
final action on the guard measure 
after three days of angry discus- 
sion. There was virtually no oppo- 
sition to its passage but for two 
days a cross-fire of personal invec- 
tive between Sens. Rush D. Holt, D., 
and Sherman Minton, D., Ind., had 
shunted attention from the pend- 
ing measure to the controversial 
conscription issue.

Arizona Lethal Gas 
Execution Set For 
Early Morning Hour 


FLORENCE, Ariz., (W) — Young 
Robert Burgunder goes into the le- 
thal gas chamber on the Arizona 
state prison five hours after mid- 
night tonight to pay with his life 
for the murder of a Phoenix sales- 
man. 


The 23-year-old former college 
student remained calm and quiet 
in his death row cell, apparently in- 
tent only on finishing a book he 
started reading a few days ago. 


At 7 o’clock tonight he sits down 
to his last meal with a former col- 
lege friend and the prison chaplain. 
Once that is over, he will be return- 
ed to his cell to wait for the ex- 
ecution hour, set at 5 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. 

Burgunder shot and killeq Jack 
Peterson and Ellis Koury, Phoenix 
automobile silesmen, on the desert 
near Phoenix, April 29, 1939. He 
was tried and convicted for the 
murder of Peterson.

Six Killed In 


Gas Explosion 


Mother, Four Children 
Among Victims; Electric 
Spark Is Blamed 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., (lP)—Authori- 
ties today said static electricity 
probably had caused an explosion 
of tetralene gas which fatally burn- 
ed six persons, including a mother 
and four of her children. 

The explosion occurred yesterday 
while Thomas Myers, a gas distrib- 
utor, was transferring the artificial 
fuel from a truck to containers in- 
side his home. Several children were 
playing near the truck; Myers was 
between it and the house. 

Myers, who was so badly burned 
that he may die, said he was en- 
veloped by a “solid sheet of sear- 
ing blue flame.”
